Your Street Lighting Committee would make 
the following report: 

- At the last town meeting you chose a commit- 
tee of three, W. McRoy, Edw. Harlow, and W. H 
Clark. We signed a contract with Marlboro Elec 
tric Heat, Light & Power Co., dating from April 1, 
1911 to April 1, 1912, thus giving time for the next 
committee, should the town wish to continue the 
present method. 

We have 57 lights on our streets for which we 
pay $16 per Light. Owing to an error in number 
we raised money enough for two more. On May 
27, the present system was installed and we think 
gives good satisfaction. 

On May 23, Mr. Harlow was removed by 
death; Dr. L. G. Hildreth was appointed. 

We need more lights, especially Granite street, 
leading over Cemetery hill. There are quite a 
large number of people living on this street anda 
large amount of travel which would be less if prop- 
erly lighted. 

These suggestions we leave with the voters.

The Library has been open every Wednesday 
and Saturday during the past year with a circula- 
tion of 6182 books; The largest number of books 
loaned in a single day was tog on Saturday Dec. 3, 
and the smallest number issued on a single day 
was 25. The average circulation per week was 
118 books and 47 magazines. 


The following magazines were purchased for 
the Library:—The American, American Boy, Cos- 
mopolitan, Delineator, Country Life in America, 
Everybody's, Good Housekeeping, Hampton’s, 
Harper's, Lippincott’s, The Independent, Forest

SCHOOL SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT 


O 





To the Marlboro School Board: 


I take pleasure in submitting to you my second 
annual report as superintendent of your schools. 
The year has been a prosperous one and your 
supervisor believes that a good amount of progress 
has been*accomplished both on the intellectual side 
of the devlopment of our children and the phys- 
ical environment which is of no less importance. 
There is much left to be done however. The fact 
that education is in a constant process of change 


both in the methods of teaching and in the change 
of curriculum eternally confronts one. This is due 
to several conditions. Buta short time ago onlya 
very small proportion of the pupils attained the 
same relative state of advancement as the average 
or normal pupil does to-day. The reason for this 
was that the child was given a different kind of 
education, an education in which _ technicalities 
played such an important part of the teacher’s 
work and the work of the text book writer, that 
only the brighter child succeed in surmounting the 
difficulty. Then only the highly selected pupil was 
allowed to enter the high school. To-day eighty 
three percent of those who are graduated from the 
grammar schools of our state pass into the high 
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school and of those who enter the high school fifty 
one percent are graduated. This fact alone repre- 
sents a great stride in our educational process. It 
has been accomplished within ten years from date 
and is an achivement of which New Hampshire 
may well be proud. It may not be out of place to 
remark that in our State more pupils in proportion 
to population graduate from the high school than 
in any other State of our Union. The high school 
has become just as important a factor in our com- 
mon school system as the primrary school was but 
a short time ago. 

The new child labor law, requiring the child to 
be in attendance one hundred fifty whole days, 
during the year previous to arriving at the age of 
fourteen years, in order to secure a certificate, 
serves as another check to hold our children in 
school until they are sixteen years of age. Those 
who desire the certificate most are the least likely 
to obtain one as they are usually the very ones 
who fail to have the requisite number of days’ 
attendance. 

As a necessary consequence of these facts the 
methods of dealing with cur pupils have been in 
a constant process of change and are bound to 
change with a view to fit the child more completely 
to its environment. The whole type of teaching has 
been changed from the hair splitting dogmatic 
hearing of recitations, asking of pumping questions 
and time killing processes to methods of teaching 
and drilling. Testing is not abolished by the 
teacher but is reduced to a minimum consistent 
with thorough work and good progress in the 
school-room. 
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Much gratification is felt from the fine spirit of 
co-operation existing among our teachers, the great 
improvement in the quality of the work of the 
school-room and the progress of the pupils. 

Three of our teachers were granted certificates 
upon examination by the Department of Public 
Instruction. Our teachers have attempted to 
create among their pupils a healthy spirit of consid- 
eration for the rights of others both at school and 
about town. We are handicapped in this only by 
bad examples and false ideals inculcated outside 
the school-room. Loitering upon the streets and 
about public buildings is tabooed. Parents and 
town officials are earnestly requested to assist the 
authorities in carrying out these ideals. 


Dealers and others are cautioned that it is 
contrary to law to sell or give cigarettes to a minor. 
This law is hable to enforcement upon the com- 
plaint of anyone. 


Teachers’ meetings have been héld tomeghe 
purpose of discussing methods as well as to illus- 
trate them by actual teaching, to promote an 
interest in improving the teachers’ profesional 
knowledge and to discuss the topics of the State 
Examinations. Ateachers reading circle has been 
formed recently for the purpose of stimulating an 
interest in good literature. 

The usefullness of a teacher as summarized in 
a recent school report may be estimated largely by 
the way she meets these requirements, 

“Her attitude toward life in general and her 
work in particular. 

Her willingness to harmonize. 

Her refusal to become a tale bearer, a gossip 


or a critic. 

Her desisting from malicious unjust Criticism 
of those in athority. 

Her ability to inspire, broaden, sweeten and 
harmonize her class as a whole. 

Her ability to command the respect of. her 
pupils even though she may not be popular with 
them. 

Her willingness. to grow, 

Her ability to broaden. 

Her effort to keep out of a rut to keep sweet 
and keep moving. 

By the eagerness of her pupils to acquire knowl- 
edge (manifested in their interest, application, 
attendance and deportment). 

By the strength of.a class after leaving her.” 

The teaching force remains the same with the 
exception of Mrs. Mabel Ripley, Miss Alice Brock- 
way and Miss LouiseStearns all of whom resigned; 
Miss Minnie Ripley and Miss Helen Kimball wished 
to be relieved in order to attend Keene Normal 
School. The new teachers names appear in the 
summary. 

By the employment of teachers with State 
certificates or graduates of Normal schools of rec- 
ognized standing, there has been an apparent 
increase in the salary list. This is almost entirely 
offset by the State rebate of two dollars a week 
which the town is entitled for each and every 
teacher so employed. The rebate is paid by the 
State in December of the year following their em- 
ployment. 

The progress of our first grade this year has 
been remarkable. ‘The class as a whole have cov- 
ered nearly as much ground as last year’s class did 
inayear. As yet but one case of retardation has 
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appeared. Cases of pupils remaining in the same 
grade year after year are directly traceable to allow- 
ing the child to enter school too early. If the child 
enters school with a mind not sufficently developed 
to comprehend the work and a body not physically 
able to perform the duties which the teacher must 
require, it must necessarily follow that the child 
has but little interest in the work and will acquire 
a whole retinue of bad habits which result in men- 
tal stagnation and will interfere seriously with its 
whole future progress in school work. Such mental 
stagnation results in a failure to promote a large 
portion of entering classes. I feel that this prob- 
lem is now solved however. 

Last year considerable testing was done by 
your supervisor in writing as well as stimulating 
this work as much as possible. After a year’s delib- 
eration the only conclusion which could be arrived 
at was that a practical system should be adopted, 
and as a clincher the teachers should be instructed 
in the system. Inthe fall of this year we were 
fortunate enough to secure such asystem by com- 
bining with the Keene Normal and the Keene City 
schools. Mr. Cooley who represented the White 
house system gave several lessons in Keene which . 
our teachers attended. He also has visited’ our 
schools on two occasions for the purpose of 
instructing the teachers in the practical application 
of the-system. ‘The benefits of the systenweams 
already apparent in the improved handwriting of 
the children. This system calls for freedom of 
movement and correctness of form rather than 
beauty of writing. The object is to give the child- 
ren the ability to write with a fair degree of rapid- 
ity a legible hand. Inthe lower grades form and 
speed come with practice. This system does not 
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call for an unreasonable amount of school time and 
will not interfere with the progress of the school 
in other branches. Testing is continued in this 
branch as well as others with the idea of stimulat- 
ing a healthy competion among the different pupils 
and schools of the district. 


The use of quick perception cards is availed of 
for the purpose of stimulating alertness of mind, 
habits of attention and for memorizing new words 
and various number combinations in addition, sub- 
traction and multiplication tables Their use ex- 
tends to the high school where they are used to 
memorize latin words and forms of the first year. 
Constant drill in the fundamentals enables the first 
year pupils to read easy latin at sight. The same 
method is used here as is used in teaching the first 
grade how to read. The high school pupils learn 
the words much more rapidly and acquire the 
power to read latin much more quickly than the 
first grade does English. 


Your Supervisor believes ina thorough mastery 
of the fundamentals in numbers and reading. To 
insure this requires much drilling. On the other 
hand our drills should not be carried to the extent 
that the processes become monotonous or meaning- 
less. Sufficient concrete work should be associated 
with the drill to bring out a clear perspective for 
which the fundamentals are to be used. On the 
other hand the work should not become wholly 
concrete as there is danger of it becoming merely 
a matter of routine. In general the lower grade 
work should be presented concretely but as fast as 
the subjects are built up the fundamental process 
should be reduced to drills for the purpose of rapid 
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review. The quick perception card assists greatly 
in this work. ; 
A printing apparatus such as is used by store 
keepers to print signs with has been purchased for 
this purpose and is available to all teachers. 


Mr. E. H. Kidder who has manifested his 
interest in our schools in such a substantial way 
now comes forward in a very enterprising manner 
and offers prizes to the pupils who bring in the best 
samples of garden truck of their own raising. This 
kind of encouragement should make our gardens 
very prolific next summer and turn the energy of 
the child, so often mis-spent, to a work of great 
interest and practical value. Work of this kind 
cannot be encouraged too much and itis to be hoped 
that parents and others will assist by their influence. 


In their close application to books our children 
should not lose sight of what is going on in the 
world immediately about us. A close observation 
of every flower, tree, plant and animal is a whole 
education in itself. Those persons who possess this 
power of observation usually have greater acumen 
in attending to the ordinary duties of life as well as 
enjoy a keener-and broader appreciation of it. A 
few minutes each week should’ be devoted to 
teaching along these lines of thought. 

The work in manual training is being atteneded 
to with zeal. Interest is constantly growing in this 
branch of work. Thé boys are acquiring a fair 
degree of abilty in the use of the tools and are 
required to do their work accurately and finish it 
properly. Probably no mere school training can 
be expected to turn out skilled workmen in prac- 
tical fields. What is more important than this, 


- 
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however, may be accomplished. The boy may be 
trained in the combined use of the hand and eye 
in the manipulation of tools and materials as to 
give him remarkable readiness of adaptability in 
any field of activity where such skill is required. 
Work of this description connects various brain 
cells forming new avenues of discharge with an 
attendant increase of mental power. Add to the 
above the acquired ability of the boy to judge what 
constitutes a good product as well as to create it 
and we have subject worth while. 


The household arts has been conducted in an 
able and efficient manner. High ideals are incor- 
porated in the minds of our girls as to how our 
household affairs should be conducted. Wedo not 
expect to attain the skill and adroitness with which 
many of our own house keepers are gifted without 
having been specially taught along these lines. 
We do, however, propose to give certainty for 
guess work and power to imitate where everything 
is done by hard and fast rule. Economy is the 
watchword of this department. We propose to 
teach our girls to think about their cooking and 
sewing as well as to cook and sew. Thesame 
philosophy applies to this branch of work as was 
alluded to in the manual training. 


| The plays and games serve the double purpose 
of developing the intelect and as an outlet for the 
excess “steam” which is pent up in the child. 
Who has not observed the child that is slow, dull 
or listless, that has but little power of observation 
the child that, in short, is slow to see, hear, think 
or act? Such achild may be completely transformed 
by the playing of games. The senses are quick- 
ened. A player is stimulated to think more quickly 
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when a ball is coming toward him, when there is 
danger of being tagged or that he must take his 
turn promptly when called upon. The child may 
tumble down this week but it will not next, He 
runs more swiftly, dodges with more agility, plays 


and thinks more quickly. 


There is a tendency among the educators 
throughout our land to make the high school better 
serve the interests of the place where it is located. 
The tendency of the present type of high school is 
to fit the boy for life away from our town, a life in 
the city perhaps. What we should do is to modify 
our course of study with a view to hold our youth 
at home and develop our own town with its own 
brains instead of exporting them to remote places. 
A course in mechanical arts for the boys and 
house-hold economy for the girls would do much to 
bring about this result. Such a course would in no 
way interfere with a thorough course in English 
would be correlated with it. The study of such 
subjects as mechanical drawing, forging, pattern 
making and mechanical engineering are in every 
way as valuable in developing the intellect as our 
present science courses are. The conclusion is evi- 
dent that high school subjects should possess utility 
values as well as mental developement. There 
would be no need of abandoning our college prepar- 
atory course. 


Blackboards were installed in the school rooms 
suggested in last year’s report. The blackboards 
in the second primary room which were placed 
there years ago have bleached to such an extent 
that white chalk marks can not be seen on them 
without considerable eye-strain which is injurious 
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to the child’s vision. Weare using yellow chalk 
at present on them but the increased price of the 
chalk will soon offset the price of new, unbleachable 
black-boards. 

Wooden frames covered with green burlap 
have been placed on vacant wall spaces of the 
various grade rooms of No. II school house on 
which exhibits of the work of the children in the 
various branches, are hung. Many of them are of 
an interesting character. Visitors are always wel- 
come in our school-rooms at all times. They are 
requested to inspect the various exibits as their 
interest will foster improved work on the part of 
our pupils. 

In order to equalize our school privileges, in 
respect to music, a supervisor has been employed 
to visit and instruct teachers and pupils in all 
schools at an added expense of fifty dollars. 
Miss Blanch Gane a graduate of the Boston Con- 
servatory of Music in the Public school department 
has been employed for the purpose. 

The high school gave an interesting and suc- 
cessful entertainment Feb, 8, 1912. The proceeds 
which were a considerable amount are offered in 
part payment of a piano to be installed in the high 
school room. ‘The spirit which prompted such 
enterprise on the part of our high school pupils is 
a commendable one and is appreciated on the part 
of the school authorities. 

The school day has been lengthened ten 
minutes, 

The amount expended for texts and supplies 
varies greatly in different places. I select a few 
about the size of Marlborough to show the amount 
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expended per pupil for supplies and books for the 
Year Ending 1gto.

I find that our text books are well cared for 
and the supplies economically used. It would be 
possible to get along witha little less money by 
purchasing second handed texts as is the policy of 
sometowns. The danger lies in that there is no 
insurance against disease germs and contamination 
in the purchase of such texts. Teachers and pupils 
do not fear to handle a new book but have a sense 
of pride in caring for it. 

The outbuilding at No. II. school-house has 
been put in good condition. It now has a cobble- 
stone foundation with a concrete surface a feature 
which should make the structure rather permanent 
in character. All fences have been repaired. 


No. III. school-house has been renovated on 
the inside. The building should be painted on the 
outside in the near future. 

Much difficulty and expense has been involved 
in adjusting the seats at No. II. school-house so 
that they will fit the child. The seats are anti- 
quated in style, well worn out and should be replac- 
ed by modern adjustable school furniture. This

should also be so arranged that there will be no 
cross lights to’injure the vision of the pupils and so 
that the teacher may havea better perspective of 
the school-room. Water has been supplied to the 
Chemical Laboratory. 

Our schools are fairly well equipped with texts. 
More reading matter of asupplementary character 
is required in all grades. Sets of readers have 
been purchased in the first five grades, physiologies 
for the fifth and sixth grades, arithmetics for the 
sixth, seventh and eighth grades. A number of 
texts have been required to complete sets of books 
in the grammar school owing to the increased 
attendance there, In the high school a revised and 
enlarged set of book-keeping books with pads, 
vouchers, blank books, a set of chemistries anda 
sufficient number of books to fill out broken sets 
have been purchased. Advantage of exchange 
rates and special discounts has been taken where 
possible. A sufficient quantity of chemical and 
physical apparatus and supplies have been purchas- 
ed to comply with the State requirements; a map 
of the Gallic War and dictionaries for the fifth and 
sixth grades were purchased. No larger amount 
than usual was expended for supplies. A substan- 
tial supply is now on hand. 

The work of the school-room in general is 
being brought closer to the State program. Space 
forbids further discussion of this topic. 

The consideration and courtesy with which your 
superintendent has met on the part of citizens and 
parents and the hearty co-operation of the School 
Board has been of great assistance in his work.
